“gratilations® te the “Soviet 
Union for- having ’ suecess- 
fully luunched thelr satellite 
thore was a sober clement 
in’ his comment ‘that ‘the 
value of the satellite was 
still problematical. This 
may be so, but his con- 
tention that tho United 
States satellite—when It is 
Inunched—will provide much 
more information smacks of 
gour grapes. 


The President did not give the 
impression that he regard- 
ed the, launching of the 
Sovict satellite as o serious 
challenge ‘to the United 
States elther politically or 
scientifically and laid m- 
phasis on “the previous 
American statements . that 
thelr own programme wis 
purely of a scientific nature 
and there was no question 
of a race at any time.

HILE this might be true 
the fact’remains that the 
Soviet Union has gained a

the United States missile 
programme catches up with 
the Sovict Union, ‘despite 
‘the yoiled assurance that 
the United States has made 
significant advances.

More Tricks 

“We shall take the 
bat to the Congress to 
show: them that there 
are more tricks in the 
game than the sponge or 
foam-rubber_ bats,” de- 
clared Herr Schlaaf, who 
wag a former German 
international player. 
“Rut we hope the Federa- 
tion will decide for the 
ordinary bat, as 
British. have -already 
done and we have done.” 
Herr Schlaaf said the 
‘ inflatable or pressure bat 
was still in the experi- 
mental stage. | ‘Though 
he could not disclose 
exact details, as the in- 
yentor, a keen table 
“tennis player, intended 


the. 


to patent it, Herr 
Schlanf said the bat con- 
sisted of a frame, like a 
mintature tennis racket, 
covered with an Inflat- 
able plastic bag, fitted 
with a valve. 


Tremendous Force 


“You could blow the 
thing up to any required 
degree,” he said, “You 
could, for instance, make 
it ‘dead,’ so that any ball 

‘hitting it would just 
drop off, or you could ° 
blow it up very hard to” 
make a Il bounce off 
with ‘tremendous force.” 

“Tl cannot say yet 
when and how a player 
would inflate his bat, but 
the iden at present Is 
that he should be ablo to 
change air . pressure 
during the game,” Herr 
Schlaaf added. 


Herr Schlaaf said the 
inventor, whose. name he 
would not disclose, had 
worked on the bat for 
six months, It would be 
ready very ’3o00n, 


The inventor, who had
